Watermelon Pickle. 

A very delectable pickle may he 
made from the rind of the water¬ 
melon. Peel off the outer green 
skin and all Ihe pulpv pieces about 
two inches long, or any fancy 
shape preferred, and lay in a weak 
brine, allowing about a cup of salt 
to each gallon of water. Soak over 
night, then drain, rinse iu cold wa¬ 
ter and weigh. Alloa for every 
pound of the rinds a half pound of 
sugar, then vinegar to cover the 
whole. Stick a clov« in each piece 
of the rind, and allow to every sev- 
eu pounds of truit an ounce of 
ciunamon and half an ounce of 
cassia buds. Put vin-gar aud sugar 
in the preserving kettle, and when 
hot add the riuds. Cook until clear 
and tender enough to be easily 
pierced with a splint. Keep iu 
glass cans or a stone jar, as pre¬ 
ferred.—Ex.
